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Preface 


^HE  Assembly   Praise -Book  contains  one  hundred  non-sectarian 
*       hymns,  several  inter-denominational  favorites,  and  some  of  the 
standard    patriotic    songs,  together    with  fifty    selections  from    the 
Psalms  for  responsive  reading  and  a  few  chants. 

The  nucleus  of  this  collection  was  a  group  of  perhaps  twenty 
hymns  gathered  from  various  American  and  British  sources.  Be- 
tween 1885  and  1905,  the  senior  Editor  assisted  in  the  making  of 
several  hymnals,  and  therefore  had  occasion  to  examine  many  collec- 
tions. From  time  to  time,  as  an  admirable  new  hymn  or  tune  was 
found,  it  was  laid  aside  for  future  use. 

When  the  need  of  a  distinctly  non-sectarian  hymnal  seemed  to  be 
manifesting  itself,  the  junior  Editor  undertook  to  examine  care- 
fully the  standard  American  collections  used  in  church  and  school. 
About  five  hundred  4i  candidates  "  were  thus  gathered.  Then  began 
a  series  of  winnowings.  At  each  stage  in  the  process  of  selection, 
competent  advisers  and  helpers  gave  hearty  co-operation.  When  the 
final  and  severest  tests  were  applied,  one  hundred  hymns  remained, 
including  not  only  the  nucleus  above  mentioned,  but  also  some  patri- 
otic songs  and  a  few  representative  products  of  great  epochs  of 
hymn -writing.  To  these  were  added,  in  conformity  with  the  judg- 
ment of  representative  supervisors,  certain  standard  hymns  and  tunes 
which  are  not  strictly  non -sectarian,  but  nevertheless  are  in  well-nigh 
universal  use. 

There  has  been  no  occasion  to  make  new  versions  of  hymns.  In 
some  cases  an  altered  version  had  already  supplanted  the  original. 
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In  certain  others,  revised  versions  already  seasoned  by  decades  of 
use  could  be  chosen.  But,  on  the  whole,  the  Editors  have  adhered 
to  original  versions,  sometimes  omitting  stanzas  not  fully  adapted 
to  general  use. 

It  is  hoped  that  those  who  examine  this  little  book  will  find  in  it 
many  of  their  favorites  and  something  that  is  new  and  helpful.  It  is 
hoped,  too,  that  the  Editors  have  approximated  their  ideal:  a  collec- 
tion of  one  hundred  hymns,  sound  and  direct  in  ethical  suggestion, 
inspiring  in  religious  and  patriotic  sentiment,  set  to  worthy  music, 
and  available  for  use  in  any  assembly  of  persons  of  various  relig- 
ious faiths. 

Inadequate  space  prevents  the  naming  of  all  those  whose  suggestions 
have  had  influence  in  the  shaping  of  this  collection.  It  might  indeed 
be  unwise  to  mention  some  of  them,  since  their  chief  contribution 
was  to  call  attention,  during  the  winnowing  process,  to  certain  evi- 
dences of  dogmatism  which  had  escaped  the  notice  of  the  Editors ;  and, 
by  citing  names,  the  Editors  might  appear  to  be  evading  responsi- 
bility. Mention  should  be  made,  however,  of  Messrs.  G.  P.  Hitch- 
cock and  S.  W.  Cole  of  Brookline,  and  of  Mr.  F.  W.  Archibald  of 
Waltham,  who,  during  the  final  stages  of  the  work,  examined  the 
manuscript  with  care  and  made  important  practical  suggestions.

1       Psalm  i.

And  he  shall  be  like  a  tree 
planted  by  the  rivers  of  water, 
that  bringeth  forth  his  fruit  in  his 
season ;  his  leaf  also  shall  not 
wither;  and  whatsoever  he  doeth 
shall  prosper. 

The  ungodly  are  not  so :  but  are 
like  the  chaff"  which  the  wind  driv- 
eth  away. 

The  Lord  knoweth  the  way  of 
the  righteous  :  but  the  way  of  the 
ungodly  shall  perish.

/^  IVE  ear  to  my  words,  O  Lord ; 
^-*      consider  my  meditation. 

Hearken  unto  the  voice  of  my 
cry,  my  King,  and  my  God :  for 
unto  thee  will  I  pray. 

My  voice  shalt  thou  hear  in  the 
morning,  O  Lord ;  in  the  morning 


will  f  direct  my  prayer  unto  thee, 
and  will  look  up. 

For  thou  art  not  a  God  that  hath 
pleasure  in  wickedness:  neither 
shall  evil  dwell  with  thee. 

But  as  for  me,  I  will  come  into 
thy  house  in  the  multitude  of  thy 
mercy:  and  in  thy  fear  will  I  wor- 
ship toward  thy  holy  temple.

1  will  be  glad  and  rejoice  in 
thee :  I  will  sing  praise  to  thy 
name,  O  thou  Most  High. 

The  Lord  shall  endure  for  ever: 
he  hath  prepared  his  throne  for 
judgment. 

And  he  shall  judge  the  world  in 
righteousness,     he    shall    minister 


judgment  to  the  people  in  upright- 
ness. 

The  Lord  also  will  be  a  refuge 
for  the  oppressed,  a  refuge  in  times 
of  trouble. 

And  they  that  know  thy  name 
will  put  their  trust  in  thee :  for 
thou,  Lord,  hast  not  forsaken  them 
that  seek  thee.

With  the  merciful  thou  wilt  show 
thyself  merciful ;  with  an  upright 
man  thou  wilt  show  thyself  upright ; 

With  the  pure  thou  wilt  show 
thyself  pure;  and  with  the  froward 
thou  wilt  show  thyself  froward. 

For  thou  wilt  save  the  afflicted 
people;  but  wilt  bring  down  high 
looks.

0       Psalm  xix. 

THE  heavens  declare  the  glory 
A  of  God  ;  and  the  firmament 
showeth  his  handywork. 

Day  unto  day  uttereth  speech, 
and  night  unto  night  showeth 
knowledge. 

The  law  of  the  Lord  is  perfect, 
converting  the  soul :  the  testimony 
of  the  Lord  is  sure,  making  wise 
the  simple. 

The  statutes  of  the  Lord  are 
right,  rejoicing  the  heart :  the  com- 
mandment of  the  Lord  is  pure, 
enlightening  the  eyes. 

The  fear  of  the  Lord  is  clean, 
enduring  forever:  the  judgments 
of  the  Lord  are  true  and  righteous 
altogether. 

More  to  be  desired  are  they  than 
gold,  yea,  than  much  fine  gold  : 
sweeter  also  than  honey  and  the 
honeycomb. 

Moreover  by  them  is  thy  servant 
warned  :  and  in  keeping  of  them 
there  is  great  reward. 

Who  can  understand  his  errors? 
cleanse  thou  me  from  secret  faults. 

Keep  back  thy  servant  also  from 
presumptuous    sins;  let    them    not 
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have  dominion  over  me :  then  shall 
I  be  upright,  and  I  shall  be  innocent 
from  the  great  transgression. 

Let  the  words  of  my  mouth,  and 
the  meditation  of  my  heart,  be  ac- 
ceptable in  thy  sight,  O  Lord,  my 
strength,  and  my  redeemer. 

7       Psalm  xxiii. 

T^HE  Lord  is  my  shepherd ;  I 
■*■       shall  not  want. 

He  maketh  me  to  lie  down  in 
green  pastures :  he  leadeth  me  be- 
side the  still  waters. 

He  restoreth  my  soul :  he  lead- 
eth me  in  the  paths  of  righteous- 
ness for  his  name's  sake. 

Yea,  though  I  walk  through  the 
valley  of  the  shadow  of  death,  I 
will  fear  no  evil :  for  thou  art  with 
me;  thy  rod  and  thy  staff  they 
comfort  me. 

Thou  preparest  a  table  before  me 
in  the  presence  of  mine  enemies : 
thou  anointest  my  head  with  oil; 
my  cup  runneth  over. 

Surely  goodness  and  mercy  shall 
follow  me  all  the  days  of  my  life : 
and  I  will  dwell  in  the  house  of  the 
Lord  for  ever. 


8       Psalm  xxiv. 

T^HE  earth    is    the    Lord's,    and 
-*       the  fulness  thereof;  the  world, 
and  they  that  dwell  therein. 


For  he  hath  founded  it  upon  the 
seas,  and  established  it  upon  the 
floods. 

Who  shall  ascend  into  the  hill  of 
the  Lord?  or  who  shall  stand  in 
his  holy  place  ? 

He  that  hath  clean  hands,  and 
a  pure  heart;  who  hath  not  lifted 
up  his  soul  unto  vanity,  nor  sworn 
deceitfully. 

He  shall  receive  the  blessing 
from  the  Lord,  and  righteousness 
from  the  God  of  his  salvation.

HP  HE  Lord  is  my   light  and    my 
A       salvation;  whom  shall  I  fear? 
the  Lord  is  the  strength  of  my  life; 
of  whom  shall  I  be  afraid  ? 

When  the  wicked,  even  mine 
enemies  and  my  foes,  came  upon 
me  to  eat  up  my  flesh,  they  stum' 
bled  and  fell. 
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Though  an  host  should  encamp 
against  me,  my  heart  shall  not  fear: 
though  war  should  rise  against  me, 
in  this  will  I  be  confident. 

One  thing  have  I  desired  of  the 
Lord,  that  will  I  seek  after;  that 
I  may  dwell  in  the  house  of  the 
Lord  all  the  days  of  my  life,  to  be- 
hold the  beauty  of  the  Lord,  and 
to  enquire  in  his  temple. 

For  in  the  time  of  trouble  he 
shall  hide  me  in  his  pavilion :  in 
the  secret  of  his  tabernacle  shall 
he  hide  me;  he  shall  set  me  up 
upon  a  rock. 

And  now  shall  mine  head  be 
lifted  up  above  mine  enemies  round 
about  me :  therefore  will  I  offer  in 
his  tabernacle  sacrifices  of  joy ;  I 
will  sing,  yea,  I  will  sing  praises 
unto  the  Lord.

Give  unto  the  Lord  the  glory 
due  unto  his  name;  worship  the 
Lord  in  the  beauty  of  holiness. 

The  voice  of  the  Lord  is  upon 
the  waters :  the  God  of  glory 
thundereth :  the  Lord  is  upon 
many  waters. 

The  voice  of  the  Lord  is  power- 
ful ;  the  voice  of  the  Lord  is  full 
of  majesty. 

The  voice  of  the  Lord  breaketh 
the  cedars;  yea,  the  Lord  breaketh 
the  cedars  of  Lebanon. 

The  voice  of  the  Lord  divideth 
the  flames  of  fire.

TN  thee,  O  Lord,  do  I  put  my 
•*■  trust ;  let  me  never  be  a- 
shamed  :  deliver  me  in  thy  right- 
eousness. 

Bow  down  thine  ear  to  me ;  de- 
liver me  speedily :  be  thou  my 
strong  rock,  for  an  house  of  defense 
to  save  me. 

For  thou  art  my  rock  and  my 
fortress  ;  therefore  for  thy  name's 
sake  lead  me,  and  guide  me. 
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Pull  me  out  of  the  net  that  they 
have  laid  privily  for  me :  for  thou 
art  my  strength. 

Into  thine  hand  I  commit  my 
spirit :  thou  hast  redeemed  me,  O 
Lord  God  of  truth. 

O  how  great  is  thy  goodness, 
which  thou  hast  laid  up  for  them 
that  fear  thee;  which  thou  hast 
wrought  for  them  that  trust  in  thee 
before  the  sons  of  men  ! 

Thou  shalt  hide  them  in  the  se- 
cret of  thy  presence  from  the  pride 
of  man  :  thou  shalt  keep  them  se- 
cretly in  a  pavilion  from  the  strife 
of  tongues. 

Blessed  be  the  Lord  :  for  he  hath 
showed  me  his  marvellous  kindness 
in  a  strong  city. 

For  1  said  in  my  haste,  I  am  cut 
off  from  before  thine  eyes:  never- 
theless thou  heardest  the  voice  of 
my  supplications  when  I  cried  unto 
thee. 

O  love  the  Lord,  all  ye  his 
saints  :  for  the  Lord  preserve th  the 
faithful,  and  plentifully  rewardeth 
the  proud  doer. 

Be  of  good  courage,  and  he  shall 
strengthen  your  heart,  all  ye  that 
hope  in  the  Lord. 
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r>  EJOICE  in  the  Lord,  O  ye 
**-  righteous:  for  praise  is  comely 
for  the  upright. 


Praise  the  Lord  with  harp:  sing 
unto  him  with  the  psaltery  and  an 
instrument  of  ten  strings. 

Sing  unto  him  a  new  song ;  play 
skilfully  with  a  loud  noise. 

For  the  word  of  the  Lord  is  right ; 
and  all  his  works  are  done  in  truth. 

He  loveth  righteousness  and 
judgment :  the  earth  is  full  of  the 
goodness  of  the  Lord.

For  he  spake,  and  it  was  done; 
he    commanded,  and  it  stood  fast. 

The  counsel  of  the  Lord  stand- 
eth  forever,  the  thoughts  of  his 
heart  to  all  generations. 

Blessed  is  the  nation  whose  God 
is  the  Lord ;  and  the  people  whom 
he  hath  chosen  for  his  own  inherit- 
ance. 

Behold,  the  eye  of  the  Lord  is 
upon  them  that  fear  him,  upon 
them  that  hope  in  his  mercy ; 

To  deliver  their  soul  from  death, 
and  to  keep  them  alive  in  famine. 

Our  soul  waiteth  for  the  Lord : 
he  is  our  help  and  our  shield. 

For    our    heart    shall    rejoice    in

Let  thy  mercy,  O  Lord,  be  upon 
us,  according  as  we  hope  in  thee. 

13       Psalm  xxxiv. 

|  WILL  bless  the  Lord  at  all 
■*  times :  his  praise  shall  contin- 
ually be  in  my  mouth. 

My  soul  shall  make  her  boast  in 
the  Lord :  the  humble  shall  hear 
thereof,  and  be  glad. 

0  magnify  the  Lord  with  me, 
and  let  us  exalt  his  name  together. 

1  sought  the  Lord,  and  he  heard 
me,  and  delivered  me  from  all  my 
fears. 

O  taste  and  see  that  the  Lord  is 
good  :  blessed  is  the  man  that  trust- 
eth  in  him. 

O  fear  the  Lord,  ye  his  saints  :  for 
there  is  no  want  to  them  that  fear 
him. 

Come,  ye  children,  hearken  unto 
me:  I  will  teach  you  the  fear  of  the 
Lord. 

What  man  is  he  that  desireth 
life,  and  loveth  many  days,  that  he 
may  see  good  ? 

Keep  thy  tongue  from  evil,  and 
thy  lips  from  speaking  guile. 

Depart  from  evil,  and  do  good; 
seek  peace  and  pursue  it. 

The  righteous  cry,  and  the  Lord 
heareth,  and  delivereth  them  out 
of  all  their  troubles. 

The  Lord  is  nio-h  unto  them  that 


are  of  a  broken  heart ;  and  saveth 
such  as  be  of  a  contrite  spirit. 

Many  are  the  afflictions  of  the 
righteous :  but  the  Lord  delivereth 
him  out  of  them  all. 

The  Lord  redeemeth  the  soul  of 
his  servants  :  and  none  of  them  that 
trust  in  him  shall  be  desolate. 

IT       Psalm  xxxvii. 

HPRUST  in  the  Lord,  and  do 
*  good  ;  so  shalt  thou  dwell  in 
the  land,  and  verily  thou  shalt  be 
fed. 

Delight  thyself  also  in  the  Lord  ; 
and  he  shall  give  thee  the  desires 
of  thine  heart. 

Commit  thy  way  unto  the  Lord  ; 
trust  also  in  him ;  and  he  shall 
bring  it  to  pass. 

And  he  shall  bring  forth  thy 
righteousness  as  the  light,  and 
thy  judgment  as  the  noonday. 

Rest  in  the  Lord,  and  wait  pa- 
tiently for  him  :  fret  not  thyself  be- 
cause of  him  who  prospereth  in  his 
way,  because  of  the  man  who  bring- 
eth  wicked  devices  to  pass. 

Cease  from  anger,  and  forsake 
wrath  :  fret  not  thyself  in  any  wise 
to  do  evil. 

The  steps  of  a  good  man  are  or- 
dered by  the  Lord:  and  hedelight- 
eth  in  his  way. 

Though  he  fall,  he  shall  not  be 
utterly  cast  down  :  for  the  Lord  up- 
holdeth  him  with  his  hand. 
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Depart  from  evil,  and  do  good  ; 
and  dwell  for  evermore. 

The  mouth  of  the  righteous 
speaketh  wisdom,  and  his  tongue 
talketh  of  judgment. 

The  law  of  his  God  is  in  his 
heart;  none  of  his  steps  shall  slide. 

Mark  the  perfect  man,  and  be- 
hold the  upright :  for  the  end  of 
that  man  is  peace. 

15       Psalm  xl. 

J  WAITED  patiently  for  the 
•*•  Lord  ;  and  he  inclined  unto  me, 
and  heard  my  cry. 

He  hath  put  a  new  song  in  my 
mouth,  even  praise  unto  our  God. 

Blessed  is  that  man  that  maketh 
the  Lord  his  trust,  and  respecteth 
not  the  proud,  nor  such  as  turn 
aside  to  lies. 

I  delight  to  do  thy  will,  O  my 
God :  yea,  thy  law  is  within  my 
heart. 

I  have  preached  righteousness  in 
the  great  congregation :  lo,  I  have 
not  refrained  my  lips,  O  Lord,  thou 
knowest. 

I  have  not  hid  thy  righteousness 
within  my  heart;  I  have  declared 
thy  faithfulness  and  thy  salvation :

Thou  coveredst  it  with  the  deep 
as  with  a  garment:  the  waters 
stood  above  the  mountains. 

At  thy  rebuke  they  fled ;  at  the 
voice  of  thy  thunder  they  hasted 
away. 

They  go  up  by  the  mountains ; 
they  go  down  by  the  valleys  unto  the 
place  which  thou  hast  founded  for 
them. 

Thou  hast  set  a  bound  that  they 
may  not  pass  over;  that  they  turn 
not  again  to  cover  the  earth.

The  young  lions  roar  after  their 
prev,  and  seek  their  meat  from 
God. 

The  sun  ariseth,  they  gather 
themselves  together,  and  lay  them 
down  in  their  dens. 

Man  goeth  forth  unto  his  work 
and  to  his  labor  until  the  evening. 

O  Lord,  how  manifold  are  thy 
works !  in  wisdom  hast  thou  made 
them  all :  the  earth  is  full  of  tra- 
nches. 

So  is  this  great  and  wide  sea, 
wherein  are  things  creeping  innu- 
merable, both  small  and  great 
beasts. 

There  go  the  ships:  there  is  that 
leviathan,  whom  thou  hast  made 
to  play  therein. 

These  wait  all  upon  thee;  that 
thou  mayest  give  them  their  meat 
in  due  season. 

That  thou  givest  them  they 
gather:  thou  openest  thine  hand, 
they  are  filled  with  good. 

Thou  hidest  thy  face,  they  are 
troubled :  thou  takest  away  their 
breath,  they  die,  and  return  to  their 
dust. 

Thou  sendest  forth  thy  spirit, 
they  are  created  :  and  thou  renew- 
est  the  face  of  the  earth. 


The  glory  of  the  Lord  shall  en- 
dure for  ever :  the  Lord  shall  re- 
joice in  his  works. 

I  will  sing  unto  the  Lord  as  long 
as  I  live:  I  will  sing  praise  to  my 
God  while  I    have  my  being. 

Mv  meditation  of  him  shall  be 
sweet:   I    will  be  glad  in  the  Lord.
